created for the town by the Center for Policy Analysis at 
the University of Massachusetts Dartmouth.

The musical highlight of the night was a perfor- 
mance of William Schuman's arrangement of Charles 
Ive's Variation on ''America/' The piece is Ives' take on 
the "America" melody, which many know as "My Coun- 
try 'tis of Thee."

May 22 election is April 24, 2007. 

Things are going a little slower in Marion, al- 
though former Selectman David K. Pierce has already 
taken out nomination papers to regain his three-year seat 
on the board. Mr. Pierce may face off against incumbent 
Jonathan F. Henry who, as of this writing, has yet to take 
out nomination papers seeking re-election. 

Incumbent Assessor Bradford N. Eames has 
already taken out papers seeking another three-year term 
on the board; and incumbent Robert A. Nectow has also 
taken out papers for another three years on the ORR Dis- 
trict School Committee. 

Other offices up for grabs in Marion and still 
lacking any potential nominees include: Tax Collector (2 
years); Town Moderator (1 year); Board of Health (1 seat, 
3 years); Board of Health (1 seat, 2 years); Planning Board 
(2 seats, 3 years); Marion School Committee (2 seats, 3 
years); Open Space Acquisition Committee (2 seats, 3 
years); Town Clerk (2 years); Town Treasurer (2 years); 
and Upper Cape Cod Regional School Committee (1 seat, 
3 years).

almost 25 years/' Chairman Jeffrey said. ''She was a friend 
to all of us and (her passing) is a major loss to the town/' 

The board next approved the minutes of the Janu- 
ary 2 and January 16 meetings and then met with Harbor- 
master Michael Cormier and Shellfish Officer Isaac Perry 
to discuss proposed changes in the town's personal and 
commercial mooring permit fees. 

According to Mr. Cormier, he met with the 
Marine Resource Commission (MRC) on January 22 to 
express his concern over the town charging two different 
mooring fees for residents and non-residents. 

"The Department of Environmental Protection 
(DEP) actually doesn't allow you to charge two different 
fees for residents and non-residents," Mr. Cormier said. 

As such, he is recommending the following 
changes in the town's mooring permit fees to balance out 
the discrepancies: 

• Residential personal mooring: increase from $50 

to $60; 

• Residential commercial mooring: increase from 
$125 to $150; 

• Non-residential personal mooring: reduce from 
$125 to $60; 

• Non-residential commercial mooring: reduce 
from $175 to $150. 

"I think it's important to note there have already 
been two lawsuits filed and the town has lost those law- 
suits," Selectman Blanchette said. "Consequently, this will

'1 think this is a fair way to (balance) the fees/' 
Mr. Cormier said. ''And the MRC is in agreement with 
these proposed changes." 

"I'm just wondering if there should be a public 
hearing ... it is only a $10 increase, but I wonder how it 
will be received by the boating public," Selectman Henry 
said. "There's always been a pretty close relationship 
between the town and the boating public." 

"As a mooring owner and a boat owner, my feel- 
ing is the $10 is not excessive and from talking to people 
I think $60 is a moderate amount of money to pay for 
moorings," Selectman Blanchette said. "I think we are one 
of the least expensive mooring fees around."

FAT CATS 

My veterinarian told me that my cat is fat. I thought that 
cats would regulate their caloric intake to remain at their 
ideal weight. 

In an ideal world you would be right, but trust your 
cats doctor. Obesity is very common in our feline pets 
who often have little to accomplish other than keeping 
a lap warm and their stomachs full. 

How can I get her to lose weight? 
There is no completely painless way for your cat to 
shed a few pounds. Feeding a low calorie food will 
help as will increasing the amount of exercise that 
your cat gets. Forget about leaving food out all of the 
time. Feed your cat 2 meals a day. Your goal is slow 
weight loss over a few months to a year rather than a 
crash diet that may be dangerous for your cat.

''I think you get a sense that we support it, but 
maybe we'll wait until our next meeting to take a final 
vote so the public at least can have time to comment on 
it/' Chairman Jeffrey suggested. "I think most people are 
going to say, 'it's only a $10 increase and it's very reason- 
able,' but I'd like to give people an opportunity to offer 
their input." 

The board next discussed how to address future 
sewer extensions and connections, giving a pending court 
injunction which may jeopardize the town's remaining 
estimated 50 sewer connections as reported at their last 
meeting.

"Perhaps maybe we should set a date, a-la when 
this (Chapter 40B) case is resolved, when we can allow 
more connections," Selectman Blanchette said. 

"I would suggest that we review this again on 
September 1," Chairman Jeffrey said. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to hold 
off on any new sewer connections through August and 
revisit the plant capacity on September 1. 

In other matters, the board: 

• Voted to appoint newly-hired Town Admin- 
istrator Paul Dawson as the town's Chief Procurement 
Officer; Fence Viewer; and Americans with Disabilities

Letters from Iwo Jima, Clint Eastwood's companion film to his earlier 
Flags of Our Fathers, tells the story of men who know they're going to die. 
In fact, dying for the honor of their Emperor and their homeland is their one 
cold comfort. What happens, though, when that comfort isn't enough? Having 
made a World War II movie from the American viewpoint, Eastwood rotates 
his camera 180 degrees and looks through the eyes of the Japanese soldiers 
on Iwo Jima, many of whom would much rather be home with their wives 
and families than defending some rocky island against people they have no 
personal enmity toward. Even the commander of the defense, Lt. General 
Tadamichi Kuribayashi (Ken Watanabe), has been to the U.S. and counts 
some Americans as friends. 

Eastwood andcinematographerTomStemshootinnear-black-and-white. 
Iwo Jima is presented here as a grim place with a grim purpose: to prevent 
the Americans from taking the island and using it as a base. If Iwo Jima is 
lost, the war is lost. Many of the soldiers, like Saigo (Kazunari Ninomiya), 
are young men conscripted into the fight after the war has already ruined 
their lives. Saigo, who has a wife and baby girl back home, once owned a 
bakery until the government turned all the metal in his kitchen into weapons. 
Another man, Shimizu (Ryo Kase), is dispatched to Saigo 's unit, where some 
of the men suspect him of being sent to spy on them by the Japanese secret 
police. 

Letters from Iwo Jima explores the imperial pathology of the time, 
expected to be absorbed without question by all citizens and soldiers. Much 
is made of "patriotism," and the smallest complaining in the ranks is grounds 
for swift, harsh punishment. The lower-level officers, hoping to rise in rank, 
enforce the military will mercilessly; Kuribayashi, however, is older and 
more worldly. He will do his duty, and expects his men to do theirs, but never 
forgets that they are men, not robots. At certain points, I couldn't help reading 
the Japanese soldiers' struggle as Eastwood's sideways method of speaking 



to the Iraq War — from either side. Together with Flags of Our Fathers, he 
has made an anti-war monument, a strong argument that violence should be 
a last resort no matter what the official propaganda — whether Tojo or Fox 
News — tells you. 

On its own, Letters from Iwo Jima is a fine, textured study of war, one 
that considers the strategic side as well as the human side without sacrificing 
either. Kuribayashi, who still carries a gun given to him by his California 
friends, knows most of his men are doomed, and Ken Watanabe is both soul- 
ful and commanding. We feel that Kuribayashi sees a younger version of 
himself in Saigo, played by Kazunari Ninomiya with an intense awareness 
of how much he's lost and how much he may still lose. Surrender is the least 
honorable thing the men can do, given their culture, but Eastwood lets us 
see the practical honor of it. One soldier speaks of being willing to die for 
his country, but not to die for nothing; another quotes from a letter sent to a 
dead American soldier by his mother: "Do what's right because it's right." 

If the movie garners top honors at the Oscars — as well it might, and, I 
think, deserves to (moreso than Eastwood's previous winner. Million Dollar 
Baby) — it might be Hollywood's indirect way of sending an anti-war, anti- 
Bush message. Far more successfully than Saving Private Ryan, Letters from 
Iwo Jima takes the measure of war and sums it up as a sad, counterproductive 
business, grinding average men under the wheels of corrupt leaders. To point 
that out in wartime Japan was considered dangerously unpatriotic. To point 
it out in wartime America was, too, a few short years ago.

What costs an estimated $2.6 million and lasts only 
30 seconds? 

Before you attempt a crude joke, let me beat you to 
the punch and tell you: a commercial spot during last 
Sunday's Super Bowl. 

Besides the game itself and the often overhyped 
half-time show — this year it was Prince singing 
"Purple Rain" in, yes, the rain — the annual debut of 
the big "Super Bowl Spots" is always good for some 
pre- and post-game analysis. 

This whole trend of making costly paid advertise- 
ments somehow newsworthy began back in 1984 with 
Apple computer's now-legendary commercial aping 
George Orwell's 1984 which was directed by none 
other than Ridley Scott {Blade Runner, Gladiator). And 
while there have been some other equally noteworthy 
entries over the last 23 years, this year's crop was less 
than stellar. But without our beloved Patriots to either 
cheer about or dump on in the aftermath, I thought I'd 
weigh in on the best and worst of 2007 's Super Bowl 
Spots. 

Topping off the "Most Disappointing" category 
was one of the more pre-hyped commercials featuring 
Kevin Federline (a/k/a "K-Fed," a/k/a the Former Mr. 
Britney Spears). Personally, his riches-to-rags entry 
would have been a lot funnier had this same advertiser 
not already played this hand before with M.C. Hanmier. 
And, hey, at least M.C. Hammer had a few "legit" hits 
before hitting rock bottom. 

Another disappointment was the blink-and-you- 
missed-it spot from GoDaddy.com which showed us a 
quick glimpse into the company's "marketing depart- 
ment." Snooze. Sadly lacking after their clever take on 
the brunette spokesperson before a senate subcommittee 
on "decency" two years ago. 

Though I liked the savvy pairing of former "rivals" 
Oprah Winfrey (Chicago) and David Letterman (India- 
napolis) in a too-short promo bit, it was just that: too 
short. They should have stretched that out into a series 
of two or three more spots throughout the game. 



In the "Too-Close-To-Home Category," I was a little 
dismayed by the General Motors commercial touting 
a robot on the assembly line that fears losing its "job." 
Well, if we're meant to "feel bad" for an automated 
machine that replaced an actual person, maybe GM 
should be rethinking both its cost-cutting measures and 
marketing strategy. 

Budweiser had the usual assortment of hits and 
misses, but honorable mention goes to the "Beer Steal- 
ing Crabs" spot wherein a group of crabs on the beach 
steal a red cooler filled with beer that oddly resembles 
a giant "crab god." It wasn't hilarious, but it did make 
me chuckle. 

I also liked the Bud ad where the couple picks up a 
hitchhiker brandishing an axe ... and a six-pack of beer, 
which somehow makes him more appealing to the male 
occupant. The kicker comes when the spot cuts to all 
three driving along and approaching a second hitchhiker 
carrying beer and a chainsaw — and the axe guy blurts 
out: "But he's carrying a chainsawT 

Under the "Who the Heck is ThatT category, we 
have a three-way tie between Don Shula (unknown to 
people under 40); Jay Z (unknown to people over 30); 
and Robert Goulet (unknown to anyone under 65). I 
guess you could argue that all three combined hit a wide 
demographic ... but were these the only ''celebrities'' 
available? 

As for the much-touted amateur entries hawking 
Doritos chips, I can't say they made much of an im- 
pression on me and since I can't even remember them 
well enough just two days later, they clearly fall into 
the "Weil-Meaning But Ineffective" camp. 

And, for my personal favorite, I have to go with the 
sentimental Budweiser spot featuring a sad little puppy 
who just can't seem to find a place to fit in ... until he 
gets splattered with mud and proudly joins the ranks 
opposite a Dalmatian mascot aboard a horse-drawn beer 
truck. For my money, that expressive dog did some of 
the finest acting I've seen in a long time.
